MANCHURIA. 

United States Getting a Taste of Rus- 
sian Diplomacy. 

Washin-lon. Feb. 10.— Negotiations 
befweeu the L'liited States fioverinnent 
aud the government of Itussia ndative 
til Mauchuria are proj;ressin.i,' with the 
exhibition of a great de.il of enorgy on 
our part, though the exchaiises arc in 
the kinilliest spirit. The attitude of the 
llussian govtu'iiiuent (U tliis matter has 
shifted luuterially since tiio beginning 
of the negotiations. - 

A treaty was drawn np iiriginally be- 
tween Russia and 'China providing for 
the evacuation of iManchurin by the 
Uussian trops, who have been in nuUtary 
possession of the country since tho early 
days of tho Bo.ver outbreak. This treaty 
contained a great, many rather complex 
gnariintces in Russia's favor, but "a 
singularly objectuMiable iiroviso was one 
lilaciiig the Itnsso-Chinese bank in prac- 
tical control of the eoiiiiiiercial aild 
material ilitcTOSts of ■Manchuria. It was 
(luickly perceived that^the iirovisinn, exe- 
cuted, practically woidd exclmle Aineri- 
caiis from eompotition in .Manchuria, 
wliiidi is very valuable as a market for 
our manufactures. Therefore, Itussia's 
attention was directi'd to our existing 
rights, uiiiler treaty ~\vith (_'iiina. and also 
lo her own pr(unise iiiaile iliicclly to the 
liiiiteil Slates goveriiineiit during the 
I'urly days iif the Russian occupatimi of 
-Manchuria. 

Apiiareiitly our representations were 
I'lTectual. for the objectionable proviso 
loiudiiiig the llusso-C'hinese bank was 
withdrawn from the treaty, and that 
couvoiitiiui. save in some minor respects, 
was regarded as unohjectionable. llmv- 
ever. il has been disciiverei; that the 
Ifussian goveriuucnt has drawn' np a 
secret agreement with^'Ciiiiia, conferring 
upon the Knsso-China b.'ink all the 
powers contanii'd in the original treaty 
proviso. 'I'lnrelore the I'liited States 
goveniment has renewed its objections, 
nor only addressing itself to the Kiissian 
gnveriiinent, but making a very strong 
jirotest to the goverinneiit of China. It 
is expressly deidared that in so doing our 
goveriiuKuit has anted iuilependently, 
I hough it is matter of common knowl- 
edge that other governments' commer- 
cial power,s have addressed fiiniilar rep- 
resontiitions to both China aud Ittissia.

TRADE OF CANADA. 

Some Interesting Comments '.Made in tin 
'Annual Report of Department of 
Trade aud Cuinmerco. 

Tbe deputy minister, W. G. Pariuoloc, 
eommentliig- upon tho annual report, of 
the Dohilmbn Department of Trade and 
.Commerce, ' just issued, says that during 
the last fiscal year there was a eontimi- 
ation of general prosperity as far as the 
aggregate trade is concerned. 

'•There have been," 'Mr. Parnie'.ee say 
'•dccroases in .several instances, both as 
regards imports from and exports to dil!- 
fcrent conntrios, as well as of various 
classes <if goods, but all are of minor im 
portiinee, while, on the other hand, th.i 
increases iiave, in several instances, been 
large, with an aggregate over the pre- 
vious year in imports uC nearly one ]i;il- 
liou diiUars in value, and in exports of 
nearly live millioifs, the exact ligures of 
aggregate trade showing an incnaisc of 
.'i;ij,:j8.'),0'_'l . Had the usual aildition tli.it 
has tirevailed since confederation been 
made to the exports for goods short ro 
ported, the increase shown would bavi 
exceeded ,'?lO.OtH),OU<1. It will be uoled 
that the imports from 'Great Brjtain fell 
off during the year about one and a half 
inillious, while those from the United 
States increased about live millions, all 
frei! goods, The exports to Grout Brit 
aiii were less by nearly two and one-half 
millions, home product, while those to 
tho United States show an iucrcaae of 
nojiiiy .'i>10,000.000, nearly all, also, hom'> 
prodiict. The aggregate trade with 
other countries shows in most cases 
smuUiygains, though that with Belgiu a 
inci5Based'''^vpr ' two. millions, . and with 
•JFriipee over/piipjiniljiiKiJiwliile'there was 
a falling off in"4he ease oTOermany of 
over one aud one-hiilf millions. A not 
able- advance -has l)oen made during th' 
past' four or 'live years in the value of 
manufactures exported, say, from about 
nine and one-half millions in 1897 
over sixteen millions in 1001."

Boatlndentifled By Capt Simp- 
son of the Egeria and 
Given to tllm. 

The revenue, cuttef: , Grant found no 
wreckS'giSttfff-'th'eiWestUJd^^^^ of tho It;l- 
'nndJ furtTier 'thntf' the "boat which was 
picked up b.v the Ahousett Indians on 
.lauuary 8, .iml which is being brought 
to Victoria by the survey steamer 
Egeria. Capt, Davis, pilot of tho reven- 
ue cutter on her cruise, returned yester- 
day, and ho says that Capt. Tozier of 
the Grant sliiited the coast and made a 
most careful search for any wreckage or 
anything that might give a clue to the 
probable fate of tiio Condor. The Grant 
sailed from Victoria on .faiiuary 25, and 
with a snowstorm, raging, steamed 
around to 'Barkioy sound, skirting the 
coast. At UclueU't, at which port she 
called on a Sunday, the Indians were 
questioned, but had no news of wreck- 
age." to report. Clayo'iuot w:is tho next 
port of call, and tln.'ri? Capt. To/.ier 
learned that a hoiit lind been picked up 
at Ahousett. 'J'he tirant "was headed to 
that port and Capt. Tozier. arranged to 
secure the boat. It was not until Cajit. 
Tozler . presented the liiider of the boat 
with his dress sword that the lioat was 
Jj'iveii up. It was found to be partially 
cpveredr with., shell fi^h, -indicating' thai 
it had bebn in^th^ •waier feil? isomc time 
before ' the two '">lT)dia"ri8' f otind ' it''on ■ the 
rooks of tfac'oytside islands 'oh' January 
S, and patche4"tt.'aUd''"tewed-itr'to port. 

From •AKoust'tt'l-tho Grant ■went to 
Xootka, ami, Avlien off that port,' what 
seemed to lie a spar "was sighted some 
distance away. The Grant was put 
about and steanird for 12 miles towards 
the object to lind that it wa.s a drifting 
pile, which was standing upright. On 
returning towards Nootkn, an empty 
hard-wood beef barrel, jiartially stove 
ill, "was .seen. At Nootkn the Indians 
had heard of no finds on the outside reefs 
or shores, and thence the steamer went 
to Friendly cove, where nothing being 
learned, she went to Plumiu'r harbor, 
wliere she anchored for shelter during 
a heavy snowstorm, and on the 2!)th she 
proceeilinl to Neiielmtaletz, where no in- 
formation of wreckage was obtainable. 
The British survey sti>amer Egeria was 
:inchored in Queen's liarlior. The Grant 
steamed to Kynqnot, and at noon on the 
.Snth tlie Egeria canu? in and anchored 
alongside. Capl. Simpson came on board 
the Grant, ami he identified the boat 
found at Ahousett immediately. As 
soon as ho saw it ho said, "It's the Con- 
dor's." As n result of a conference then 
hold between Capt. •.Simpson .and Capt. 
Tozler, It was ,'deqided^ that ' the ' Grant 
would coiitirj^e'tBo''b'qfl,rcTijaIong.'tho Isl- 
and ooaSt and. t^e'^'Egeria Tvgul^...ifd'''out 
around fhb -Scott rslandii;--the '- shores of 
which have' not:- bceh'-«eareh'pd'-tpr years, 
anil stand ' further ■dut to: sea to .scour the 
waters. Tho Grant. left ICyuquot on 
February 1 and skirted tho shore to 
Winter linrlior, where tho Indians were 
interviewed', but had no report to make. 
On February 2' the cutter rounded Cape 
Scott in a heavy gale and visited the 
rancheries of the Nawittio Indians, who 
re|)orted that no wreckage had been 
found on Ilojie islaml or in fliat vicinity. 
Tliem-o the cutter went to Shushartie, 
mil vir. Port Rupert. Alert bay. Dun- 
can buy and other poTTits, to Union, and 
theiice to Port T()wnsend, wliere she ar- 
rived late on Snturihiy night.

Vt a meeting of the shareholders of 
the Pacitic Kxploration & Development 
company— which has sent the treasuro- 
luintilig expedition to Cocos island— held 
last night at the Board of Trade rooms, 
I-I .II. Jones, chairman of the directors, 
discoursed regarding tho treasure niid 
told of un olTer which had been made 
by l{ear-Adniiral Palliser, formerly in 
command on this station, to send a man 
out to guide the expedition to the hidin 
place of the treasure, in veturn for a 
ciuartor of the iniried inillioiis for liiiiiself 
and a twentieth for the man sent as 
guide. 

As .Mr. .Tones told this story, it went 
tliat the letter had been received from 
a man hohling one of the highest posi- 
tions in l']nglaiul, who had been with one 
of the -^varships which -went to the Co- 
cos island. The sailors dUK: .until ; they 
came to the planks and Blalis V; iwhich 
covered the treasure, nnd tUen'ljnlf a 
tou of, dynamite. "was taken ashpre and 
the wiole. faqe of the rook blown out, 
nnd hnndreds of ..tons -of- rgck wore 
blown, down to cover up the hiding place 
of the .treasure. 

"Why wns this done?" asked Jlr 
.Tones, and ho explained the object of 
tlie explosion of dynaniite as follow 
The -vvarshiiis are not supposeil to go 
vhc island, and then? woulil have bi'eii 
trouble liad the govcrnnieut known that 
they h'ld, and, niorco\er, as a British 
ship had turned pirate and .buried the 
treasure there, if a warship had taken 
that treasure from the island, it is easy 
to imagine wiiat might have liajipened. 
The sailors had it no doubt in mind to 
rebury the treasure when they found it. 
and as soon as their time exjiired with 
the British governnieul they would go 
out aud secure this. Tliis, said the 
speaker, was shown by the letter sent 
through a firm of lawyers in I.ondoii, 
and through iMr. Oalletly to the com- 
pany, in wliich the writer s;iid he had 
seen the treasure. 

This was one <if the reasl^ns ailvaiiced 
that the treasure was sure 'to be brought 
baelc by the Blakeley, but there were 
others, in whicli the spiritualist and the 
•mind-reader tmd fortune-teller had their 
shares. A number of tales in which the 
fortune-tellers bad tojd of the sure find- 
ing of the tre'tisure were given, one of 
which, was-ns followstii One Blackwood, 
a .member <bf ' thevBlakoley's .crew, had 
gone tb.oMrs, yomig,;"of Nnnaimo, an 
anidteu'r;.'fortuneftelliBr.?,nnd she had. gone 
into.tt.tcAnce, and in that trauee gone to 
Cocos island. 'While in thp trance she 
directed tlio sailor to tho entrance to a 
cavern by an involved route, in which 
flat rocks, high trees witli tufted tops, 
etc., had their part. In this cavern — in 
which others had lieon before — Mr. 
'Blackwood wns to strLke on the wall and 
a piece of stone would fall out, revenling 
the pirates' eaclie. There would be live 
parcels of treasure, one of whicli would 
contain :i glittering crown, with oue 
stone on top as large ns n pigeon's egg. 
This story, saiil .Mr. .Tones, was also told 
to the engineer of the expedition, 'Mr. 
Katlb, by a fortune-teller of Spokane, 
Stories of OtUgr fortune-tellers who 
lirophesied that tlie Irc.Tsnre would be 
I'ouiicl on the second day were :ilso given, 
Q'liore was n l.irge crowd at liie lueet- 
iiig. the chamlier of tlie l?o,'ird of Tr:ule 
room being crowded.

Sir: From reading the reports, of tho 
recent Liberal couvontiou . which; . Lave 
appeared in your i)a[)er,'tH dOUbt-if tj'OUr 
readers have an accurate •idea-of-' what 
occurred tliere, especially.., in fCOiiuecUon 
with the withdra-wnl :oC'rsomo.i;<)f .i the 
.Victoria delegates. "'■ • r ' 
^,'i'ho convention was ealled by the pro- 
viiiciai executive appointed in 1897. Tho 
call provided for three elected delegatcis 
from each local constituency,,, all^. th« 
members of the said provincidl^&tij'cuyvo 
and all Liberal oilitors of new'spapers 
supiiortiiig the Dominion government. 
This call immediately met with oppusi 
tioii from Liberal associations all over 
tho province. A large number of tli 
elected delegates wore instructed by 
their associations to vote to o.xeludi 
meinlM)rs of the executive and tlu 
editors. 

The matter caused such a i.'Oiiiinotidi! 
that niiotlier circular was issued by tin 
provincial executive, in which it ■v\''n> 
stated that the proposal to inclmle tlu 
executive ami the editors was only a sug- 
i;cstii)n, ami that it would be i)|h'u to tlu 
convention to overrule it if they sjiw lit. 

A\'lien the eoiiventiuii met, a credential 
comiuitleo consisting of one delegate 
from each eonstituencj- reported the 
names of all elected delegates after tle- 
cidiug certain disputed eases, aud a!si 
rciiorted the names of, all Liberal mem 
bcrs of the Uomiiiioii ami I'roviiicial 
Houses. Tho committeo also reported 
against the admission of memliers of the 
executive and editors. An ameiidiiient 
to this report asking to include thes 
gentlemen was moved, aud by unanimous 
consent this amendment , 'was voted on 
by the dt'legatea)reje9te)l;'l)y„thp;;:i:e,den- 
tial commiLtee.tf'i^hisV'atcp.iwas agreed 
to by all partics^as beine'.fair.'.i'Tlie'.^yote 
was tala'n.jby'VSenatdr;'^3?enrpleman: and 
.T. H. Kerr,vl)0tli,- iriem^ 
vincial oxecutive, 'and ''resulted' in 70 
against their admission null 41 for. 

After u.urceing to abide by this vote, 
21 delegates left tho convcntiou, leaving 
O;; behind, who proceeded with and iin- 
isliod the work of the convention. 

It is now eonteiuled tho proceedings 
of the convention are not binding on tlie 
'Liberals of the luoviiico because these 
2-1 deleimics left it. In other 'words, if 
at any time a minority are dissatisliei" 
with anything done, all tlie^- have to di 
is to leave and, ispo facto, the coiiveii 
tioii is no longer binding.
